LA FOLLEHE ASKS 
TAFT TO VETO BILL 


Wis. Senator Sends Presi­ 
dent Collated Data Show­ 
ing Stupendous Increas­ 
es in Aldi'ieh Bill 


W'ASHI.VGTON. I. C.. July 14.— 
Before leaving for a brief visit to 
his home in Wisconsin, Senator La 
Follette this afternoon prepared a 
statem ent, based on figures compil­ 
ed by experts in the United States bu­ 
reau of statistics, showing how the 
tariff bill as it now* stands has in­ 
creased rates enormously 
over the 
Dingley act. This statem ent has been 
forwarded to President Taft, accom­ 
panied by a letter in which, it is 
understood. Senator La Follette ex­ 
pressed the opinion th at unless the 
rates are very greatly reduced the 
bill should be vetoed.

The county board will appoint a 
com m ittee of three members 
who

lution passed in the county board 
this morning. The question of throw­ 
ing the school open to students from 
surrounding counties was brought in 
yesterday, aud 
Prof. 
Johnson, the 
new principal of the institution, ad­ 
dress d the members of the board on 
the subject upon 
the unanimous in­ 
vitation of the members. 
Mr. Johnson explained that farm­ 
ers in this vicinity are as yet unfam­ 
iliar with the work of the institu­ 
tion and that it is to the interest of 
the school as long as there is room 
to accommodate the students who 
apply for admission. He said

next year a small tuition may he re­ 
quired lf it is seen that the attend­ 
ance is larger than the facilities for 
accommodating the pupils.

The Cossacks are nowr shelling th e 
position w’hich the rebels gained in 
the garden and are endeavoring to 
displace the force which they fear 
will succeed in turning an enfilading 
fire into the barricade. The engage­ 
ment was precipitated by an attem pt 
by a force of Bakhtiari tribesmen to 
rush the entrenchm ents 
late 
last 
night, thinking to find the defend­ 
ers unprepared. They were met by 
vigorous 
firing 
and 
cannonading 
which soon cleared the streets before 
the barricade. The rebels returned 
to the attack, however, bringing up 
cannon from the gates of the city; 
They attacked again under cover of 
the cannon and were repulsed with 
heavy loss. A third time they return­ 
ed and succeeded in gaining a foot­ 
hold in the Liakhoff garden. 
General’s Wife Brave 
Mme. Liakhoff, wife of the com­ 
m ander of the Cossacks, has refused 
to leave the house behind the bar­ 
ricade which is now in danger of 
capture by the rebels. She says she 
will remain near her husband to the 
end. 
The royalist force summoned has­ 
tily by the shah from Kasvin, arriv­ 
ed at his sum m er home during the 
night and hurried to the city to re­ 
lieve Liakhoff. They were intercepted 
by the rebels and are now shelling 
the parliam ent building in the Ba- 
haristan quarter in an attem pt to 
force their way to the center of the 
city.
